Other: does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that there is no 
teaching, motivation or suggestion in Sporeno for removing contaminants before the metal chelating steps or that a heparin column is 
desirable for removing contaminants. In addition, Sporeno's methods results in a cytokine preparation that is more than 95% pure and fully 
active, requiring no further purification, and that the combination of the references is improper hindsight. Accordingly, one skilled in the art 
would derive no motivation whatosever from Sporeno to combine with the method of Newton. Applicant's arguments regarding the 103 
rejection of record have been carefully considered but not deemed persuasive because of the reasons of record and because both 
Sporeno and Newton teach polyhistidine tagged protein purification, because cytokines are proteins and because further purifying a 
product, even if it at 95% purity, would be desirable for many reasons, e.g., to minimize secondary reactions, for therapeutic uses, in vitro 
studies, and so forth, even if Sporeno is silent with respect to such desirability. 
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
